“This is established by Mr. Powell's 
evidence,” he said. 

“It is not that the trial judge re- 
jected this evidence, but rather that 
its significance did not suggest it- 
self to his mind,” commented Mr.

Mr. Steer contended the ad- 
journment was granted to track 
down the proof of “Bankers’ Dum- 
mies” in an attempt to discredit Mr 
Unwin's testimony.

Minimum Wage 
Now Established 


Minimum wage of $30 a month 
plus board aand lodging for all em- 
ployees in the lumbering industry 
in this province has been estab- 
lished by a ruling of the Board of 
Industrial Relations, according to 
an announcement made on Friday 
by Hon. Ernest C. Manning, minister 
of trade and industry. 

This is a considerable improve- 
ment over last year's wages which 
ranged from $15 to $22 a month, 
and will mean an average increase 
of 50 per cent. over last year's 
figures. 

In making his announcement the 
—" made the following state- 
ment: 


ADJUSTMENT MADE 

“An adjustment has been made in 
the regulations under the Male 
Minimum Wage Act, as affecting 
the operations of lumbermen,, in- 
cluding railway tie contractors in 
rural districts and towns of under 
1,000 population, 

“It has been customary in this 
industry for men to be hired over 
the winter season on the basis of a 
monthly wage, including board. 
Last fall a general minimum wage 
for all male employees was es- 
tablished on an hourly basis only 
with a special ruling in this regard 
for the lumbering industry where 
this was conducted in rural areas. 

“It has been found that in prece 
tical operations the method of pay- 
ing by the hour in this industry has 
not workéd out as well as the for- 
mer method of settlement by the 
month. 


REVERT TO FORMER 


“In view of the circumstances 
and after careful consideration the 
Board of Industral Relations has 
ruled that this industry should re- 
vert to the former method of pay- 
ment of its employees on the 
monthly basis and has established 
that the minimum rate for all em- 
ployees shall be $30 per month plus 
board and lodging. 

__ “This rate is a very considerable 
improvement over that paid last 
season and in former years, when 
such wages ranged from $15 to $22 
per month. It will mean an av- 
erage increase of better than 50 
per cent over last year's figure and 
in the case of the lower paid em- 
ployee the new arrangement will be 
an improvement over the former 
minimum rate on the hourly basis 
with the usual deductions for board 
and lodging.”

the premier taught school before 


taking office, as to the financial 
standing of the various school dis- 
tricts when the Social Credit gov- 
ernment took office, the premier 
replied that “large numbers of 
school districts were simply over- 
burdened with debentires, bank 


loans for past expenditures and 
salary debts to teachers, 


MANY IN DEFAULT 

“At that time more than 400 
school districts were in default with | 
debenture payments. Some of these 
defalcations were 80 serious that 
those who made the original loans 
despaired of ever receiving their 
money back, 

“In many areas the capacity of 
the people to pay taxes is simply 
non-existent, and still the children 
are there and must be given an 
education.” 

It had to be remembered, the pre- 
mier stated, that present conditions 
were not brought about by the chil- 
dren, Yet where children suffer a 


lack of educational facilities “the 
banks refuse to lend any money 
even when the loan is guaranteed 
by the government. The banks do 
not have to worry whether the 
schools remain open or closed.” 
MONEY BECAME SCARCE 

Mr, Low wanted to know more 
about the interest payments on the 
school loans. Mr. Aberhart replied 
that it must be kept in mind that 
most of the loans were made when 
interest rates were high, “probably 
avergaing 8 per cent.” When the 
depression came on prices dropped. 
Money became very scarce. 

Salaries, renewal of educational 
equipment, school repairs, school 
supplies and library expenditures 
were either cut to the bone or eli- 
minated entirely. But the deben- 
ture debt remained unchanged; yet 
not unchanged because every year 
that no payment was made the to- 
tal amount piled up and up until 
the amount now owing is much 
greater than that originally bor- 
rowed,” 

“Do the teachers quit 
achools when their salaries are no’ 
paid?” asked Mr, Low. 

“No,” replied the premier, “I am 
glad to say they have not. They | 
have continued to carry on faith- 
fully for several reasons.” 

AFRAID TO QUIT 

First of these, the premier said, 
was due to loyalty to the profes- 
sion and to the children who are 
not to blame. Second was because 
of “too large an investment in the | 
school districts in the form of sal- 
ary debts.” Teachers were afraid! 
to quit under such circumstances, 
the premier inferred. Third rea- 
son was that school boards are 
ashamed to suggest a change until! 
they are in a position to pay the 
amount owing to the teacher. | 

Asked whether Alberta compared | 
favorable with other provinces on} 
the prairies in this respect, Mr. | 
Aberhart maintained that Alberta 
is in no worse condition than the 
others. “In fact, she is much bet- 
ter off than Saskatchewan. In Sas- 
katchewan the amount of teachers’ 
salaries outstanding is over two 
million dollrs; that is, about 8 times} 
@s bad as Alberta.” 

These financial conditions have 
had a detrimental effect upon edu- 
cational standards in the west, Mr. | 
Aberhart asserted. If allowed to 
continue “our whole educational 
system will become a mere tra-| 
vesty.” 

It was not to be expected that 
vigorous young people would in- 
vest the money required for train- 
ing, to endure the grind of prepar- 
ation, and then be compelled to} 
undergo the hardships incidental 
to rural teaching. 


MUST ASSURE OPPORTUNITY 


“If the schools are to be efficient 
—and this is basically essential— 
then the opportunity to keep) 
abreast with the highest in the pro- | 
fession must be assured before we | 
can make a commanding appeal to | 
the best of our young people.” 

To keep abreast requires a fair 
and adequate return in purchasing 
power, the premier believed. It was 
already noted, he continued, that 
applicants to the Normal schools | 
“are yearly becoming fewer, and 
that in a day when opportunity for 
work in other sjfheres is becoming 
very limited indeed.” 

“Your analysis of the situation,” 
said Mr. Low, “ought to make all 
parents and broad-minded citizens 
ait up and take notice.” 


BEHIND IN BUILDING 

Mr. Aberhart replied, “Yes. But 
that is not all. We are sadly behind 
with our building program. Be- 
lieve me, hundreds of our children 
are badly housed in badly planned 
and wholly unsuitable buildings, 
Even then they are crowded in 
where the best work is impossible.” 

Explanation of why these condi- 
tions exist was requested by the 
treasurer. 

“It is all a matter of bank loans 
and taxes,” replied the premier. 
“They are the dragons which exact 
the toll from child life.” | 

Fear of further taxation pre- 
vented many ratepayers from bor- 
rowing, it was stated. Generally, 
the money needed could not be 
borrowed on any terms. “Of course, 
children cannot wait for bankers 
graciously to manipulate the 
money markets for their sakes.” If 
that were possible, the premier 
feared, there would be no more 
children and no more education, 
“Children are born and keep right 
on growing even if they must lose 
half the advantage of their school 
experience because of their sur-

carly Tuesday morning. The tragedy is one of 
the worst of the kind in Canadian records, 
which unfortunately chronicle a good many 
similar occurrences. 

In a country of cold winters, perhaps such 
things have to be. Certain it is that boarding 
schools have burned in several provinces, per- | 
haps in all of them, with fatalities few or many. | 
It cannot be that construction was everywhere | 
defective or inspection faulty. Some of the | 
buildings destroyed have been of frame con- 
struction; but this one was built of brick. Some 
have been old, but some by no means 
‘antiquated. 

Investigation will no doubt suggest, if it can- 
mot be definitely learned, how and why the fire 
started. But the verdict néed not be awaited to | 
see one moral in the terrible event. It is that | 
precaution against fire cannot be too keen. If 
there are any public buildings in Edmonton 
which are doubtfully safe, the authorities ought | 
to be told about them. And the house-holder 
who has any misgivings about the heating equip- | 
ment, chimney, or electric wiring in his home | 
‘would be doing a sensible thing, and contributing 
to his own peace of mind, if he asked the fire 
marshal to look over the premises, 


THE STREET RAILWAY 

If, as Commissioner Gibbs says, the city can 
save $300,000 on the cost of reconditioning the | 
street railway by buying trolley busses instead 
of new cars, and avoiding the expense of relaying 
track, there would not seem to be much argu- 
ment left for sticking to trams and nothing but 
trams. 

The reconditioning cost is placed at $860,000, 
spread over the next ten years, if cars running 
on rails are to continue in use everywhere. If 
busses are substituted on some runs, the cost 
can be cut to an estimated $560,000. Which, to | 
avoid new debt, means spending $56,000 per year | 
from revenue or taxes over the ten year period. 

The busses, it is said, where tried have re- | 
sulted in an increase of passengers carried and | 
revenue received. That is an important point, | 
and council would be well advised to calculate 
what increase in street railway income could be | 
counted on by using busses on the projected | 
routes. If the takings were prospectively large | 
enough, the question of raising fares could be | 
left in abeyance until it is seen how the change 
‘will work out. 

The earnings of the system for the nine 
months ending last September amounted to more 
than $496,000; a rate which would make the | 
revenue for the year about $681,000. On that | 
basis it would take less than a ten per cent in- 
crease in traffic to give the railway the $56,000 | 
per year required for replacement costs and 
leave the system in as good position as it now is. 

And last year, it is pertinent to note, was not | 
by any means an ideal year for street railways. | 
Nor is the population of the city static. A 
moderate growth of population over the ten year | 
period would seem likely to give the railway far | 
more than the needed extra $56,000 per year. | 


THE TAX QUESTION 

A good many taxpayers have no doubt been 
thinking it was time somebody said something 
to the Rowell Commission on the subject of keep- 
ing taxes from developing into a process of slow | 
confiscation of wealth and ultimate socialization 
4 property. The Commission has heard rela- 

ely little along that line. 

It heard something on Monday, when the 
Manufacturers’ Association presented its brief. 
The direct argument was for “simplification” of 
taxation, but the effect of the simplification 

. would be reduction. Specifically, the manufac- 
_ turers’ spokesman had no recommendations to 
make, which is a common fault of those who want 
taxes brought down or kept down. It is easy to 
frame a general argument for reduction: less 
easy to say what items of expenditure should be 
struck out of the estimates. 

But it is to be feared the prospect of cheaper | 
government is not bright—unless the demand for 
this is general, and is reduced to particulars.

Disregarding this circumstantial evidence, 
and the inferences which might be drawn from 
it, the information sought is such as the provin- 
cial or federal authorities are entitled to collect, 
without offence to Japan. There could be no 
protest here if the Japanese authorities saw fit 
to count the Canadians residing in their country, 
and to object if they found the agreement was 
not being enforced by Canadian authorities. 

It is a matter of legitimate interest to the 
people of any country to know what racial 
elements are entering into its population, and in 
what proportions. That is why a special column 
is provided in census returns wherein the racial 
descent of each Canadian citizen is recorded— 
sometimes in face of his objection. Apparently 
the British Columbia member thinks the enu- 
merators missed some Japanese residents of that 

province when they made the last count. Hence 
the demand for a provincial check-up. 


CANADA MARCHES ON 


An annual review of the nation’s business in 
a special number of the Montreal Gazette shows 
that 1937, despite recessions in a few industries, 
had been favorable in Canada. Had it not been 
for drouth, the record would be still more 
impressive. Even then, the values for Canada’s 
field crops last year, set at $556,382,000, is the 
highest, exeept for 1936, since 1930. Canada 
moved forward to prosperity all down the line. 

Of one contention by the Gazette, that too 
much taxation of business is a brake upon indus- 
trial progress, there can be little complaint. 
Money that would be put to business expansion, 
with resultant increases in employment, is 
diverted by this process to government use. But 
pointing out the evil does not abolish it. So long 
as relief continues in its present proportions and 
social services can be neither cut nor eliminated, 
governments have no option but to find money 
for needed expenditure by taxing those who 
can best bear the imposition. 

The Gazette's fear that any treaty to increase 
trade between United States and Great Britain 
can be got only at the expense of Canada seems 
rather unfounded. The aim of this proposed 
creative experiment in economic co-operation is 
to enlarge the total volume of trade by freeing it 
from artificial impediments, not simply to divert 
its channels from one nation to another. Freer 
trade will aid all Canadian firms whose pros- 
perity rests upon freedom, not monopoly. And 
the fewer pap-fed businesses in the Dominion, 
the better. 

Whether one agrees with the thesis of the 
Gazette or not, he must commend its efficiency, 
unruffled dignity, and skillful marshalling of 
relevant detail in this, its annual survey of 
Canada's industrial life.

WHEAT SITUATION IN NEW ZEALAND 


A serious shortage of New Zealand wheat is 
expected this season, writes Mr. R. P. Bower, 
assistant Canadian trade commissioner at Auck- 
land, in the Commercial Intelligence Journal. 
Annual requirements approximate 9,000,000 
bushels, of which 6,000,000 are required for 
milling and the balance for seed and feed pur- 
poses. The 1936-37 crop was insufficient to meet 
domestic requirements. Indications are that the 
quantity that will have to be imported to meet 
the needs of millers will be substantially larger 
than last season and is certain to exceed 1,500,- 
000 bushels. 


Any shortage will be met by imports from 
Australia and Canada, the larger proportion 
coming from Australia. Under the open trad- 
ing conditions and the tariff structure that ex- 
isted a few years ago, Canada obtained the bulk 
of the business. In 1934 total imports amounted 
to 111,895 bushels, of which 105,776 bushels 
came from Canada. 

The importation of wheat today, however, is 
a government prerogative; no duties are levied, 
so that price becomes an important factor. Can- 
adian wheat is now mainly imported for blend- 
ing or for, special purposes, but the quantities 
are well below those from Australia, 


THOSE PROGRAMS 


A national radio organization was set up in 
this country; first as the Radio Commission and 
now as the Broadcasting Corporation; with the 
express mission “to develop purely Canadian 
programs of high standard which would seem 
Americanization of the air in Canada.”

What the Canadian Radio Corporation has 
done, upon pretext of being in urgent need. of 
revenue, has been to sell time totalling many 
hours per week to American sponsors for the 
broadcasting of their programs in Canada. 
And those who listened to Bing Crosby and 
Bob Burns on Thursday evening got an excel- 
lent idea of the resulting hodge podge, with 
Canadian announcers continually breaking in 
upon or adding their voices to those in the 
United States. If these American sponsors were 
to prepare separate Canadian programmes the 
thing might not be so bad but they naturally 
do not choose to go to that additional expense 
and so the American nationa] hook-up is piped 
in over the Canadian network.

Commenting upon the situation, The Finan- 
cial Post observes that “we find the primary ob- 
jective of radio policy—namely Canadian pro- 
grams—evaporating and the way now open 
for an Americanization of Canadian ether to an 
extent unknown in this country heretofore. 
Thus a show-down in Canadian radio is immi- 
nent and necessary.” Toronto Saturday Night, 
for its part, says that “in carrying out this pol- 
icy the Corporation is making itself an agency 
for the promotion of the identical kind of thing 
which it was created to discourage. It is facili- 
tating an even more effective flooding of the 
Canadian air with American broadcasts than 
would have been possible under private owner- 
ship; and it is doing so with the aid of revenues 
secured from a government tax and of the credit 
advanced to it upon the Government's signa- 
ture.”—Quebec Chronicle-Telegraph. 


TOO FAST A PACE 

We are indebted to a poet for the following 
observations: 

“Go on, my dear Americans; whip your 
horses to the utmost—Excitement! Money! Poli- 
tics!—open all your valves and let her go—go- 
ing, whirl with the rest—you will soon get under 
such momentum you can’t stop if you would. 
Only make provision betimes, old states and new 
states, for several thousand insane asylums. You 
are in a fair way to create a nation of luna- 
tics.” 

Poets have a gift of prophecy. 

Walt Whitman, of “Leaves of Grass” fame, 
wrote this little piece 50 years ago. The good 
old man was near the end of his days, then, and 
his sensiblites, no doubt, were shocked by the 
general speeding up of life—faster horses, more 
dashing carriages, faster trains and steamboats, 
the introduction of electric street cars. 

And then the excitement of a faster tempo 
in life, business and social, the corruption of 
manners and morals that come with luxurious, 
spendthrift civilization. Perhaps he was embit- 
tered by it all, and the warning of lunatic asy- 
lums was but a morose jibe, written down with- 
out much thinking about it. 

The poets of the present age and generation 
do not echo Whitman's warning. 

They seek to identify themesives in verse 
with the ever-speedier rhythm of things. They 
strive, in their lyrics, to embody the rattle of the 
subway, the whirring of airplane propellors, the 
rush and turmoil of the street. 

But Walt Whitman's prophecy seems to be 
coming true, none the less—if we are to believe 
the new line of prophets—the psychiatrists and 
physicians and social service workers. We ARE 
building more insane asylums—not by the thou- 
sands, but at an alarming enough rate. 

And serious thinkers like Dr. Alexis Carrel 
of the Rockefeller Institute for Medical Research 
are sounding out the possibility that man’s phy- 
sical and nervous systems are not capable of 
standing up under this hectic modern pace, that 
the worst is yet to come!—Vancouver Sun, 


MODERN SOCIETY'S TEN GOALS 


Since 1931 the teaching profession on this 
continent has had a committee working on 
social-economic goals in an effort to discover 
what people in their social, economic and po- 
litical relationships today are really seeking. 

The committee of the American National 
Education Association has now capsuled the 
whole program in simple form for school dis- 
cussion. The ten goals which the teachers be- 
lieve thoughtful people today “desire for them- 
selves and their posterity” may be summarized 
as follows:

Dinner: Roast pork; spinach; mashed 
turnips; salad of vegetables molded in gelatin; 
baked apple. 

MONDAY—Breakfast: Coddled eggs; toasted 
cereal biscuit; five stewed prunes. Lunch: Or- 
anges, as many as desired. Dinner: Vegetable 
soup; left-over pork; baked parsnips; string bean 
salad; pineapple whip. 

TUESDAY—Breakfast: Crisp bacon; omelet; 
Melba toast; stewed raisins. Lunch: Lima beans; 
combination salad of lettuce, carrots and celery. 
Dinner: Baked sea bass; spinach and parsley 
cooked together; lettuce with grated raw car- 
rots; gelatin. 

WEDNESDAY—Breakfast: Breakfast food 
(re-toasted), with cream; coddled eggs; stewed 
figs. Lunch: Baked squash; lettuce; string beans. 
Dinner: Tomato soup; ‘spinach meat loaf; but- 
tered carrots; salad of lettuce and endive. 

THURSDAY—Breakfast: Poached egg on 

Melba toast; pear sauce. Lunch: Spaghetti sea- 
soned with butter; cooked turnips; carrot salad. 
Dinner: Mutton chops; buttered beets; string 
beans; celery and nut (roasted) salad; apple- 
sauce. 
FRIDAY—Breakfast: Wholewheat muffins; 
peanut butter; stewed prunes. Lunch: Aspara- 
gus soup; cooked greens; baked potato. Din- 
ner: Tuna (canned); broccoli; watercress salad; 
gelatin. 

SATURDAY—Breakfast: Baked eggs; Melba 
toast; stewed peaches. Lunch: Spinach and rice 
(encasserole); celery and ripe olives. Dinner: 
Vegetable soup; roast beef; carrots browned with 
meat; green peas; lettuce salad. 

*SPINACH MEAT LOAF: Clean five or six 
bunches of spinach and cook in a very small 
amount of water until slightly tender. Remove 
from the fire and chop. Mix with a cupful of 
Melba toast crumbs and a half pound of ground 
steak. Bake in a loaf in a moderate oven for 
thirty minutes. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 


QUESTION: Gloria V. asks—“I have been 
able to reduce my weight eight pounds by fol- 
lowing a strict diet, but get such a craving for 
sweet foods that it nearly drives me frantic. I 
am accustomed to using lots of sweets and want 
to get away from the habit. Would it be all right 
to use a prune or date or dried fig when this 
craving for sweets is at its height?” 

ANSWER: The use of the dried fruits which 
you mention would tend to satisfy your desire 
for sweets while you are reducing. As long as 
you do not use too many at one time, this plan 
should work out satisfactorily. 

QUESTION: Oliver R. writes—“What would 
you advise for a chronic cough of 10 years’ 
standing? It is worse in damp or cold weather. 
Never leaves me entirely, but is worse under 
foregoing conditions. The cough itself is about 
the same as when it started. Different doctors 
have told me it is bronchial. Does not seem to 
affect my health, but is annoying in that others 
do not like to be around me, as my cough makes 
them think I have T.B.” 

ANSWER: Some patients develop an exces- 
sive formation of mucus which is limited to one 
particular area. It is apparent that in your case 
the irritation chiefly affects the mucus mem- 
branes of the bronchial tubes. You are welcome 
to send for my article on Bronchitis, which is 
available to any reader who requests it and ac- 
companies the request with a large, self-ad- 
dressed, stamped enevelope. During cold or 
wet weather, the skin elimination is not as good 
as at other times, which means that an extra 
eliminative burden is thrown on the mucus 
membrane, providing this membrane has be- 
come an eliminative channel, as in your case.

RAILWAY PROBLEM 

Editor, Bulletin: In an editorial 
appearing in the Toronto Daily Star 
of January 10th, reference was 
made to a statement made to the 
Ottawa Journal by Sir Edward 
Beatty as to the advantages to be

from excessixe freight rates, It may 
not be generally known that some 
years ago the C.N.R. put a fast ser- 
vice between Winnipeg and Tore

Scrafford said he notified every 
harbor agency to have boats exer- 
cise extreme caution, since Per- 
tridge said Forsyth sought to swim 
to the Japanese vessel, pushing a 
dynamite bomb on an improvised 
railroad tie raft 
Divers found no trace of a bomb 
near the wharf. and planned to re- 
sume the search today. 

As Dr. Gale E. Wilson, county 
autopsy surgeon, gave an official 
drowning verdict in  Forsyth’'s 
death, Callahan and Scrafford 
disclosed what cppeared to be a 
code key was found in the dead 
man’s billfold.

The informant assertedly told 
Police he and his companion took 
the bomb in a suitcase to the 
water's edge under the whar'; 
that the friend disrobed, put the 
suitcase on a railroad tie and 
started out to swim to the ship's 
side, pushing the tie as he went. 
Partridge said he never saw his 
companion alive again. 


BODY SIGHTED 

Six hours after Partridge was are 
rested by a railroad detective a Jap- 
anese seaman sighted the body of 
a man floating ne®r the ship. The 
body was nude except for a life 
jacket 

Officers said later Partridge 
identified the body as that of his 
friend, a 35-yeer-old Vancouver, 
B.C.. school teacher ere were 
no identifying marks on the life- 
jacket Partridge said the other 
man had given him $35 last week 
in Vancouver, 

Scrafford expressed the belief 
the bomb, if any, had toppled o/f 
the railroad tie and sunk to the 
bay bottom.

In the three-way plan for shar- 
ing relief costs finally was adopted, 
Mr. Hepburn said he would offset 
the additional cost to municipalities 
by increasing the one-mill subsidy 
initiated by the provincial govern- 
ment last year. He said he would 
give them half as much again as 
the increase in their share of the 
cost of relief. 

“That is,” he said, “if the increase 
to one-third costs you $50,000,000, 
I'll give you $750,000.”
